In Most Cases Without Resistance— The 


Work of Destruction on Rail- 


roads and Plantations Goes 


Right Along. 


HAVANA, Jan. 7. — The stations of 


the Villanueva railroad at Melena and 
Guara, a few miles to the westward of 
the Guinos, in this province, have been 
destroyed by the rebels. The insur- 
gents then marched in the town of 
San Felipe at the junction of the Bal- 
bano and Villaneuva railroads. The 
mayor of the town was warned of 
their approach and gathered 200 men, 
with whom he intended to defend 
the town. Maximo Gomez, the rebel 
leader, sent word to the mayor that 
if the insurgents were fired upon he 
would burn the town to the ground. 
The inhabitants begged the mayor to 
make no resistance, as they did not 
want to lose their property, and the 
mayor acceded to their wishes and 
notified Gomez that no defense of the 
town would be made. 


The latter at the head of 4,000 men 


then entered San Felipe. No damage 
was done to property. 


In tin- zone of Uuivieah, Duran and 


San Felipe, the rebels have destroyed 
the sugar estates of Salvador, .lutia, 
San Augustin, Mercedita, Santa Tere- 
sa, Mora and Mi Rosa. 


A number of families fleeing from 


the rebels at Melaua have arrived at 
Jesus del Monte, a suburb of Havana. 
The government column under the 
command of Gen. Snarvz Valde/., ar- 
rived Sunday evening at Kagala, a 
small town situated across the bay 
from Havana. 


A train on the Villaneuva railroad 


which arrived here at 9 o'clock Sunday 
evening, brought a number of families 
from San Felipe, Bejucal, Duran, Me- 
lena and Juara, who are seeking safety 
under the guns of Havana. Tlie train 
also brought a detachment of troops 
from the Uarrito estate at Duran. 


Passengers from Melena state that 


the rebels entered that town and made 
an attack on the church establishment. 
The mayor tried to oppose them and 
was killed. 


A body of rebels also marched into 
juivican, where they captured a quan- 
ity of arms and ammunition. The 
ailwav station was set on fire and de- 
troyed. 
At San Gabriel the rebels burned the 
own and the station of the Western 
tailroad Co. The inhabitants of the 
lacc took refuge in the bushes. Only 
hree houses in the place were left 
landing. 
A petard was exploded in front of 


a Corona cigar factory in this city.

An iron bomb was also ex-

KNOCKS OUT DOLLAE GAS. 


Alderman Gogerty Wants .Sitloon Frre 


Lunette. Aboll.hed and the Weight of 
Bread Regulated—Action on Fourth 
Ward Sewer and the Great Wentern 
Sewer-V. H. Farke Lock. Horn. With 
the Council — Recommendation by the 
Mayor. 


The council held its first meeting last 


night for the year 1396. All the mem- 
bers except Thayer, Johnson and Bolen 
were present. There was little in the 
proceedings of an excitable character 
until a proposition to abolish free 
lunches in saloons was reached. This 
proposition was introduced by Alder- 
man Gogerty. Alderman Ahrens was 
first on the floor, and ho questioned the 
right of the council to pass such a reso- 
lution and also doubted its expediency, 
and before he closed he uade a good 
deal of fun. Alderman Btratton moved 
its reference to the finance committee, 
and upon a yea and nay vote it was so 
referred, those voting to refer being 
Ahrens, Gogerty, Hankins, Mathias, 
Simpson and Strattan. 


Alderman Montgomery's resolution 


providing for fixing tbe maximum rate 
for illuminating gas at one dollar per 
one thousand feet was something of a 
surptise, but the council refused to die 
cusa the matter. The resolution set 
forth that neighboring cities were fur 
nishing gas at a less cost than that paid 
by the citizens of Decatur, and asked 
that the matter be investigated; but it 
was promptly laid on the table. Thooe 
voting to lay on the table were: Ahrens, 
Drake, Foster, Hankins, Irwin, Mathias 
and Strattorj; those voting nay were: 
Oogorty, Montgomery, Carter and Simp- 
son. 


The sidewalk in front of the premises 


of V. H. Parke on West Cerro Gordo 
street has a drop at the west side of his 
storage building of several inches, and is 
dangerous to pedestrians. Parke claims 
lie got a grade from the city. The city 
denies this, and ordered Parke to lower 
the walk. This he not only refuses to 
do, but threatens injunction proceedings 
if tbe city attempts to lower it; but the 
council, last night, by a unanimous vote, 
ordered the walk lowered, and of course, 
there is a speck of war on the horizon, 


The business in detail was as follows: 
A petition of Huff Bros, and others 


asked that in widening North Broadway 
t be made 80 feet wide instead of 
60 feet between Orchard and Herkimer 
streets. Granted. 


Joe Bartello petitioned the council to 


refund him 9100, part ol the license foes 
paid by him to conduct a fruit stand, 
alleging as a reason that others were 
permitted to sell fruit in competition 
without paying any license. 
Laid upon 


;he table. 


W. H. Holaer aaked that his license to 


ceep a dram shop be transferred to N. 
J. McGlassen, Granted. 


John Blicker asked that his license to 


ceep a dram shop be transferred to John 
J. Bolay. Granted. 


Orlando Powers stated that he was 


:he sole owner of Opera House block and 
petitioned the council to grant tiim per- 
mission to excavate under tho aide 
walks surrounding tbe block for areas, 
coal bunkers, to-wit: 
Twelve feet on 


.he east side, 13 feet on the north side, 
14 feet on the south side and 14 feet on 
.he west side; all to be excavated to the 
depth of 10 feet, 9 inches, and that the 
city give him the proper grade for side- 
walks. Referred to sidewalk and croas 
ng committee and city engineer with 
power to act. 


The Morehouse & Wells Co. petitioned 


the council for permission to remove 
their powder house from East Wood 
street to the city gravel bank. Petition 
'ranted, and a committee was appointed 
a examine location of all powder houses 
and if thought advisable decide upon a 
>lace to which all powder houses should 
le located: 


Tbe city engineer presented a profile 


and estimate of cost of sewer on west 
aide of city as follows:

Vandyke street and crossing Green 
street 63 feet east of the center of Van 
dyke street, crowing King street 280 
reet east of the center of Vandyke street, 
crossing Marietta street 60 feet east ot 
;he center of Pine street, thence n. e. to 
:he intersection of Packard and Monrcs 
streets, north on Monroe street to tbe 
city limits at the center of Pugh street. 
Tbe total length is 9,000 feot, or 1.7 
miles. Also for a sewer leaving tbe 
main sewer at a point 400 feet north of 
West Main street, bearing thence north- 
westerly to Fairlawn avenue.ut the cen- 
ter of Eldorado street, this being 600 
feet east of the center of the east line 
of Fairlawn park and 2000 feet from tbe 
junction with tbe main eewer at Oak- 
land avenue.

How to Repel !ttotln. 


Housekeepers who have depended on 


camphor, pepper, cedarwood and the 
like a.s preventives against moths will 
be surprised to learn that although 
these substances are distasteful to in- 
sects under ordinary conditions they 
eannot be relied upon. This is proved by 
the fact that moths have been known to 
hatch in an atmosphere impregnated 
with camphor. As moths will work in 
warm rooms in winter as well as in sum- 
mer it behooves us to be vigilant, and 
to use during all seasons some reliable 
moth-repell.-mt. It is said by those who 
have tried it that a barrel or keg in 
which whisky has been kept is the most 
reliable place known for the preserva- 
tion of furs. Keep in a dry plnce and ex- 
amine occasionally. When furs are put 
away for the summer they should be 
beaten with a small cane and carefully 
combed through and then sewed up in 
linen or muslin carefully turned iu at 
the edges.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Adulteration of Drngfl. 


Dr. Tucker, the chemist of the New 


York state board of health, has been 
looking into the question of the adul- 
teration and deterioration of drugs with 
startling results. Out of 8,805 samples 
of drugs investigated during three 
years not one-half were rated "good." 
Dr. Tucker thinks that some valuable 
and we.Il known old-fashioned remedies 
have fallen into disuse because the 
thing that made them efficacious ia left 
out in the simulacra sold. Twenty-six 
out of 123 samples of chloroform were 
found to be impure.

gan to show that they can save several 
times the one per cent, commission by 
standing- by tlie syndicate.

These people have con- 


trol of a very large proportion of the 
available stock of gold, and with this 
advantage to begin with it is not safe 
to bet too strongly on the dissolution 
of the combination. To make arrange- 
ments in the next 30 days to take SHIO.- 
000,1)00 of any kind of money off the 
American market is a monster under- 
taking. Where gold, and onl3' gold, is 
wanted, the difficulties attaching to 
the project increase. 


Practical men in Washington have 


little faith in tlie success of the pop- 
ular loan feature of the deal, but a 
great deal of satisfaction is expressed 
among friends and enemies of the ad- 
ministration alike at the determination 
of the president to make this sale out 
in the open i nstcad of the secrecy of a 
btar chamber.
